To the Speaker of the House of Representatives, 
House of Representatives, 
Helena, Montana. 

I transmit herewith a certified copy of a joint resolution of Con- 
gress, passed March 15, 1909, together with a letter of the Secretary of 
State and a form of resolution for ratifying the proposed amendment 
to the Constitution of the United States. Your action on the resolu- 
tion should be communicated to the Secretary of State. 

Some objections have been made to the adoption of the amend- 
ment on the ground that the words “from whatever source derived” 
permit the levy of a tax on incomes received from State, county and 
municipal indebtedness and therefore make it possible to indirectly tax 
a State, county or municipality. There are others who insist that a 
tax upon incomes should be a source of revenue to the States and that 
an income tax should be levied only by the States. 

In my judgment these objections have not sufficient merit to war- 
rant you in refusing to ratify the amendment. In the first place, I 
think the national government can be safely trusted not to abuse its 
taxing powers; and in the second place, the government should in no 
wise be restricted in its ability to protect itself in times of grave emer- 
gency. 

I recommend the ratification of the amendment.

A JOINT RESOLUTION RATIFYING 'THE SIXTEENTH AMENDMENT 
TO THE CONSTITUTION OF THE UNITED STATES. 

Whereas, both fhouses of the Sixty-first Congress of the United 
States of America, at its first session, by a constitutional. majority 
of two-thirds thereof, made the following proposition to amend the 
Constitution of the United States of America in the following words, 
to-wit: 

“A joint resolution proposing an amendment to the Constitution of 
the United States. 

“Resolved, by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled (two-thirds of each 
house concurring therein), That the following article is proposed as 
an amendment to the Constitution of the United States, which, whien 
ratified by the legislatures of three-fourths of the several. states, 
shall be valid to all intents and purposes as a part of the Constitution, 
namely, Article XVI. The Congress shall have power to lay and col- 
lect taxes on incomes, from whatever source derived, without appor- 
tionment among the several sitates, and without regard to any census 
or enumeration.” 

Therefore, be it resolved by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives of the State of Montana, That the said proposed amendment to 
the Constitution of the United States of America be, and he same is 
hereby, ratified by the general assembly of the State of Montana. 

And, further be it resolved, That certified copies of this joint res- 
olution be forwarded by the Governor of this state to the Secretary 
of State at Washington and to the presiding officers of each house 
of the national Congress.

Personally I 
should be pleased to see provision made for some additional decorations 
executed by Montana artists, if the same can be secured at a reasonable 
outlay. ; 

A considerable portion of the $150,000 available to secure Montana 
granite will not be used, and a part of such sum ‘be used for decorative 
purposes if you so direct.

In compliance with the provisions of the Constitution, I have the 
honor to submit the following report'cf pardons, diminutions of sen- 
tence and communitations granted since the last session of ‘the Legisla- 
tive Assembly: 

BY THE GOVERNOR. 
AMOS ROBINS. 

On July 3, 1909, a remission of sentence was granted to Amos 
Robins, who was convicted in Rosebud county of the crime of rob- 
bery and sentenced to two years and six months in State’s prison. 
The remission was based upon the recommendation of the prison phy- 
sician and personal investigation by members of the State Board of 
Prison Commissioners. Robins was suffering from tuberculosis in an 
advanced stage, and it was feared that the disease might be communi- 
cated to other prisoners. Robins’ sentence was reduced to two years. 
JOHN GOWANS. 

On November 27, 1909, a pardon was granted to John Gowans, who 
was convicted in Fergus county of the crime of murder in the second 
degree and sentenced to twenty-five years in State’s prison. Gowans 
thhad served nearly nine years of ‘this tenm, and takinig into consideration 
the circumstances surrounding the case, together with the fact that 
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his petition for pardon was endorsed by the County Attorney who prose- 
cuted and was not opposed by the Judge who sentenced him, the ex- 
tension of executive clemency seemed but just. 

JAMES OVERTON. 

On April 7, 1910, a remission of sentence was granted to James 
Overton, convicted of the rime of assault in the third degree in Daiw- 
son county on November 30, 1909, and sentenced to six months in the 
county jail and to pay a fine of five hundred dollars. Overton had 
served more than four months of his term. It was represiented ‘that he 
was a man of good reputation in his commmnity, and his pardon was 
recommended by the County Attorney and Sheriff and other prominent 
citizens: of Dawson county. 

JAMES MURRAY. 

On August 9, 1910, a pardon was granted ot James Murray, con- 
victed of ‘the crime of assiault in the first degree in Silver Bow county 
and committed to State’s prison May 24, 1906, for the term of ten years. 
From my investigation of the case it was apparent that there was strong 
probability that Murray was innocent of the crime of which he was 
convicted; that it was a case of mistaken identity. Murray’s pardon 
was conditioned upon his forever abstaining from the use of intoxicants. 
HARRY CADIGAN. 

On September 9, 1910, a pardon was granted to Harry Cadigan, 
who on August 22; 1910, pleaded guilty before a Justice of the Peace 
in Teton county to the charge of disturbing the peace. Cadigan was 
sentenced to serve sixty days in the county jail and to pay a fine of 
fifty dolars. At the time, Cadigan was informed that if he would pay 
the fine the jail sentence would be suspended. The money could not 
then be secured and the jail sentence went into effect. Cadigam’s wife 
appealed to me for a pardon for her husband, after having secured 
the money with which. to pay ‘the fine. This course was recommended 
by the County Attorney and the Justice who imposed the sentence, 
and the pardon was granted, conditioned upon the payment of the fine. 


BY THE ACTING GOVERNOR. 
H. J. KEELEY. 

On April 21, 1909, Honorable W. R. Allen, Acting Governor, grant- 
ed a parden to H. J. Keeley, who was on March 7, 1909, convicted in 
Sanders county on the charge of involuntary manslaughter, in connec- 
tion with a wreck on the Northern Pacific railway. Keeley was jsen- 
teniced to eight months in State’s prison, and had served three months 
in the county jail while awaiting ‘trial. The petition for pardon was 
signed by all of the jurors who tried the case, was approved by the 
District Judge, and was signed by many county officials of Sanders and 
Missoula counties. 

FRANK CARPENTER. 

On July 21, 1910, Acing Governor Allen granted a commutation 
of sentence to Frank Carpenter, who was sentenced to State’s prison 
for a term of fifty years, for murder in the second degree in Deer Lodge 
county. Carpenter and John Berberick were originally convicted of the 
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crime and each was sentenced to fifty years in prison. Berberick ap- 
pealed, secured a new trial, and upon conviction was sentenced to ‘ten 
years in prison. Carpenter did not appeal. Acting Governor Aijlen, 
who was quite familiar with the facts connected with the case, granted 
a commutation of sentence to ten years, the term to whitch Berberick 
was sentenced. |

Executive Office, Helena, Montana, January 6, 1911. 
The Speaker of the House of Representatives, 
House of Represntatives, 
Helena, Montana. 

There is herewith submitted for your information and _ consider- 
ation the report of tthe State Board of Prison Commissioners, detail- 
ing the chief administrative features of the State Board of Prison 
for the past thirty months. The report covers the period interven- 
ing since the contract system of caring for prisoners was abandoned 
and the State assumed direct management. 

The capacity of the prison is inadequate and must be materially 
increased; Conley & McTague should be paid the sums heretofore ad- 
vanced by them to purchase furniture and construct improvements, 
and some form of labor should be provided to satisfy the physical 
needs of the convicts and reimburse the State as far as may be for 
cost of their maintenance. 

The last Assembly directed the State Board of Prison Commis- 
sioners to make investigations and report to this Assembly its find- 
ings relative to the installation of a plant for manufacturing binding 
twine at the prison. The investigations have been made and the 
findings are submitted for year information and such action as you 
may direct. 

On April first of last year the Conley & McTiague ranch, where 
more than one hundred convicts had been kept, changed hands and 
provision had to be made for the convicts housed there previous to 
that date. All available space in the prison building was occupied, 
and the Board had about one hundred prisoners to care for, with no 
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suitable place in which to contine them. In view of the necessity to 
care for this overflow and the mandatory provisions of Section 9382 
of the Revised Codes, which requires that the Court shall sentence all 
prisoners to hard labor, and consulting the physical needs of the 
convicts, the Board has since used prisoners for the following pur- 
poses: | ; 

I. General prison work on the prison premises. 

II. Raising of vegetables for prison consumption. 

Ill. Constructing a ditch on Race Track Creek to be used as a 
part of a power development plant for use of the prison. 

IV. Makinb brick in the premises, to be used in prison en- 
largement. 

V. Building highways from Deer Lodge towards Helena and 
Garrison, and in Hell Gate Canyon, and in constructing a broader 
passageway through a swamip near the State Fair grounds. 

Personally I have not been convinced that the use of the prison- 
ers for the purpdses mentioned or using them in the manufacture of 
binding twine is ocbjectiionable. It is feared, however, by many con- 
scientious citizens that any use of the convicts will serve as an enter- 
ing wedge to bring about their general. employment. Any danger 
from this source may be avoided by a provision of law stating for 
what purposes the convicts may and may not be used. 

The estimates of State Accountant Conway and Warden Conley 
are herewith submitted, showing the improvements necessary and the 
sums required to build and equip them. According to the findings 
of the committee, set forth in the report of the Board, the State owes 
Conley and McTagme the sttm of $44,573.29. 'This sum should be in-. 
creased by the amount of $3,500.90 necessary to purchase the ground 
upon which certain buildings belonging to the State and required for 
prison use, stand, making ‘a total of $47,073.29. 

No account has been taken of the sum necessary to purchase a 
farm, which ‘should be owned by the State and situated near Deer 
Lodge, to be used for the raising of vegetables fior feeding the pris- 
oners. 

The duty to provide facilities to properly care for all convicts 
committed to the prison is imperative. The State prison is a penal 
institution to which offenders against the laws are committed for 
punishment. It is not a resort where guests are entertained at State 
expense. I believe that the prison should be conducted as a penal 
institution and that it can be made ee if placed upon a 
business basis. : 

The whole queston is submitted for your careful consideration 
and such action as your wisdom may dictate.

TIVES, TWELFTH LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY. 


No. 1. Time of Opening and Closing: The Chamber of the Senate 
and the Hall of the House of Representatives shall be open from 6 
o’clock A. M. until 11 o’clock P. M. each day during the session, un- 
less by resolution of the Senate, its chamber, or by resolution of 
the House, its hall, shall be closed. , 

No. 2. Messages; How to Be Transmitted: Messages shall be 

transmitted between the two houses by the Sengean-at-Arms, or by 
his assistants, or by such other officers as either House may desig- 
nate, which messages shall keep each House informed with prompt- 
ness of all notices given and bills introduced, tthe general condition 
and state of the business of the other, and such messages shall be in 
writing. 
No. 3. Announcement of Messages: When a message shall be 
sent from either House to the other, it shall be announced at the door 
of the House to which-it is sent by the Sergeant-at-Arms or his a 
ssitant, and shall be respectfully communicated to the presiding officer 
by the person by whom it is sent. ; 

No. 4. ‘Transmission of Papers: Each House shall transmit to the 
other, with any bill, resolution or memorial, all papers uwpcn which the 
same shall be founded, and on transmission of any House Bill to the 
Senate, the Secretary of the Senate shall deliver to the Chief Clerk of 
the House, a dated receipt for such bill, and on the transmission of 
any Senate Bill to the House, the Chief Clerk of the House shall 
deliver to the Secretary of the Senate, a dated receipt therefor. 

No. 5. Printing of Bills and Resolutions: "When any Dill, memor- 
ial or resolution is ordered to be printed, a sufficient number of copies 
shall be printed for the use of both Houses and the quota of each 
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House delivered to its Sengeant-at-Arms. 

No. 6. Documents Ordered Printed to Be Communicated to Each 
House: It shall be the duty of the Chief Clerk of the House of Rep- 
resentatives. and the Secretary of the Senate, when any documen: is 
ordered to be printed in their respective. Houses, forthwith to com- 
municat such order to the other House. 

No. 7. Notice of Rejection of Resolutions and Memorials: When 
any bill, resolution or memorial which ‘shall have passed in one Jtouse 
is rejected in the other, notice of said rejection shall be given to the 
House which has passed the same. 

No. 8. Five Days’ Notice and Consent of Two-Thirds Vote: When 
a bill, resolution or memorial, which shall have passed in one fiouse 
is rejected in the other, it shall not again be introduced during the 
session without five days’ novice and consent of two-thirds of the niem- 
bers of both Houses. . 

No. 9. Title and Number of Bills: The title of every ill shal) 
‘briefly state its general object, and every bill shall be numbered by 
the clerk, and the: ‘title thereof and the name of the member of com- 
mittee introducing tthe same, shall be endorsed thereon. 

No. 10. Journal to Give Title and Number of Bills: The Journal 
of each House shall give the title and number of each bill, joint reso- 
lution or memorial; but the second and all subsequent reference shall 
pe complete when referred to by its number. 

No. 11. Enroilment of Bills: When a bill has passed both Houses 
it shall be duly enrolled by the Enrolling Clerk of tthe House in which 
it originated, and the fact of its origin shall be certified by the en- 
dorsement of the clerk thereof. 

No. 12. Signing of Enrolled Bills by Presiding Officers: Each en- 
rolled bill shall be signed first by the presiding officer of the House in 
which it originated, and then by the presiding officer of the cther 
branch of the Legislative Assembly in the presience of their respective 
Houses while in session. 

No. 13. Notices of Signing Bills to Be Given by Presiding Officers: 
Upon ‘the presentation of an enrolled bill by the Enrolling Commit- 
tee of either House to the presiding officer for his signature thereto, 
he shall arise in his place and give notice that he is about to sign 
the same, giving the title thereof, whereupon, if any member shall 
signify his desire so to do, he shall be permitited to examine the same, 
but no objections to the presiding officer signing the same shall be 
of any avail if the same conforms to the engrossed bill as it passed 
both Houses. 

No. 14. Bills for Governor’s Approval: ‘After a bill shall have 
been signed in each House, it shall be presented by the Committee on 
Enrollment in the House in which the bill criginated, to the Governor 
for his approval, taking his receipt therefor, and the said Committee 
ghall forthwith report to their respective Houses the day and hour 
of such presentation, which shall be entered wpon the Journal of such 
House. 

No. 15. Memorials to Congress to Be Enrolled: All memorials to 
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Congress, or to any officer or other authority of the Government, after 
they have passed both Houses, and shall be transmitted by the Chief 
Clerk of the House in which they originated, to the President of 
the Senate, the Speaker of the House of Representatives, or to the 
authority memoralized, and a copy to our Senators and Representatives 
in Congress. | 

No. 16. Joint Resolutions and Memorials to Be Filed With the Sec- 
retary of State: Whenever a joint resolution or memorial shall have 
passed both houses of the Legislative Assembly, an enrolled copy there- 
of, duly signed iby the Speaker ot the House of Representatives and 
the President of the Senate, shall be filed in the office of the Secretary 
of State, by the Chief Clerk or Secretary of the House in which the 
same originated. 

No. 17. Conference in Case of Disagreement Between Houses: In 
every case of disagreement between the Senate and the House of Rep- 
resentatives, if either House requests a conferenece and appoint a com- 
mittee for that purpose, the other shall appoint a committee consist- 
ing of the same number of members to confer therewith wpon ithe sub- 
ject‘ of their disagreement. They shall meet at a convenient time, to 
be agreed upon by their Chainman, and having conferred freely, each — 
shall report to their respective bodies the result of their conference. 

No. 18. Chairman of Joint Committees: In Joint Committees, 
standing or special, the Committee Chairman of the Senate Committee 
shall be Chairman of the Joint Committee. 

No. 19. Repealing of Joint Rules: No joint Rule shall be repeal 
ed, amended or suspended except by two-thirds vote in each House. 

No. 20. All Bills Introduced in Either Howse shall have suitable 
covers of a good substantial material, so that the history of the bill 
may be written thereon. 

No. 21. All Resolutions which contemplate the. Expenditure of 
Money by the State, and not requiring the signature of the President of 
the Senate or the Speaker of the House, shall be read in full three 
several tims and roll call shall be had thereon. 

No. 22. A Steering Committee Provided for: The Special Senate 
Committee shall appoint a committee of five Senators, and the Speaker 
of the House shall appoint a like committee of five House members, 
and such ten members so appointed shall constitute a Joint Steering 
Committee, and such Joint Steering Committee shall on and after 
the Fortieth day of the Legislative Session have the authority, and are 
hereby directed, to fix the order of consideration of all bills, memorials.

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MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR AND SENATE. 

The following communication was received from the Gcvernor: 

Executive Office, Melena, Montana, January 17, 1911. 
The Speaker of the House of Representatives, 
House of Representatives, 
Helena, Montana. 

Tiwo years ago the Montana Conservation Commission reported to 
the Eleventh Legislative Assembly and recommended a bill for the 
conservation of the forests, lands and minerals belonging to the State. 
The measures recommended were enacted in form substantially as pre- 
sented.” The people of this State owe a lasting debt of gratitude to 
the members of the Commission and to the Legislators who enacted 
its recommendations into law. 

A further report is made to ‘this Assembly, in which four bills 
are submitted for your consideration. The mission of this message is 
to transmit the report and briefiy advocate the passage of the bills 
recommended. It is not my purpose to enter into any prolonged dis- 
cussion of the conservation question in general. There is abundant 
literature from which any one can obtain information upon any phase 
of the subject. I shall be pleased to at any time discuss. the matter 
with members or committees of the Assembly and render such service 
as I may be able to give. 

Of the four bills presented, one has reference to unsurveyed school 
lands situated in national forests. 

The Secretary of the Interior has decided that sections 16 and 
36, situated in national forests, that are unsurveyed or the survey of 
which had not been approved previous to the creation of forest re- 
serves, do not pass to ithe State under the provisions of the Enabling 
Act; and he further holds that the State must release those sections and 
select others from the surveyed public domain in lieu thereof, or suffer 
a loss of the lands referred to. The area of the sections ithus affected 
amounts to approximately one million acres. 

Under the laws now in force these lieu selections must be made 
from public lands that are surveyed and that are designated as agri- 
cultural lands. 

During the past few months the State Board cf Land Commis- 
sioners has been releasing unsurveyed sections 16 and 386, situated in 
forest reserves, and selecting in lieu thereof agricultural lands from 
the surveyed public domain whenever lands of a value equal to that 
of those released could be found. Much difcfiulty has been experienced 
in obtaining valuable lands for lieu selections on account of the rapid 
enltry of public lands by settlers and the shortage of surveyed lands. 

No sections situated in Western Montana and of special value for 
the timber thereon have been released, for the reason that lieu lands 
of equal value could not be obtained. The Board desires that authority 
‘be given to release to the government these unsurveyed and timbered 
sections 16 and 36 in the forest reserves of western Montana whenever 
the right is conferred upon the State to select government timber lands 
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of equal value, in compact bodies, in forest reserves. This right of 
exchange, conditioned as suggested, must be given by acts of the 
Legislature and of Congress. | 

A bill giving consent on the part of the State is herewith presented, 
and the Montana Senators and Representative in Congress have been 
requested to secure, if possible, the consent of Congress. If !this ex: 
change cannot (be effected, Montana will suffer material loss on account 
of being required to accept agricultural lands in lieu of its more val- 
uable timber lands situated in the unsurveyed forest districts. 

Another bill deals with the prevention and extinguishment of for 
est fires. The experience of last summer demonstrated the necessity 
for comprehensive iaws on this subject. The United States District 
Forester, the State Forester and timber owners in the Sitate have been 
consulted and the concensus of opinions advanced is represented in 
the proposed bill. 

A third bill is suggested that relieves the State Land Agent of 
any duties relative to forest lands; confers those duties wpon the State 
Forester, and makes such changes in the land laws as experience has 
shown to be advisable. 

The fourth bill presented relates to appropriations of water for 
power purposes. The extensive possibilities of power development, the 
immense values in wnappropriated waters, and the importance of cheap 
power in the development of our industries, cause this legislation to 
be of unusual public interest and concern. The use of water and power 
sites at places favorably located for the purpose is necessary in trans- 
forming the energy of falling waters into eiectrical power. 

All unappropriated water and the beds of all navigable streams are 
owned by the Staite, and only the State may make regulations for their 
use; provided, however, that navigation may not be interfered with. 
Power sites are owned by the United States where situated on the pub- 
lic domain, by the State where situated on State lands. and by private 
owners where title has passed to them from the government. 

The government alone may give iconsent for the damming of a 
navigable river or grant the right to use a power site on the public 
domain. Only the State may convey the right to use the beds ot 
navigable rivers, and in every instance it may control the appropria: 
tion of water from any stream. It, therefore, clearly appears that ir 
some instances the State and the Nation must join in conferring the 
privileges incident to power development. The necessary co-operation 
between the two governments is provided for. 

Bvery effort has been made to submit a bill that provides adequate 
compensation to the State for the use of its unappropriated water; 
that assures fair treatmient to investors in power plants, and that pro- 
tects consumers from unreasonable prices for services. If other safe- 
guards occur to you as being necessary, you are urgently requested 
to supply them. i 

It may be said for the benefit of those who advocate national con- 
trol of resources that every legal right or interest of the Federal gov-

ernment has been recognized. I have at all times advocated and do now 
earnestly favor a surrender by the United States to the State of all 
control of and ‘benefits in waters and power sites, under the condition, 
however, that the State shall enact laws sufficiently comprehensive to 
conserve and regulate the use of these resources. 

In my judgment ‘the bill submitted provides every safeguard neces- 
sary to insure proper administration of water and power sites, and upon 
its enactmenitt the Federal government may safely make the surrender 
referred to. However, Congress alone has the authority to make that 
surrender, and in the meantime laws should be enacted to apply to 
existing conditions and not to those that we hope may exist hereafter. 

If the government should later convey to the State its title to power 
sites on the public domain and surrender its control of navigable 
streams, the proposed law submitted herewith will insure a wise admin- 
istration of water and sites) for power purposes; and if such title and 
control are not conveyed and conditions continue as now, such co- 
operation between the State and the Federal government is provided 
as will permit development. 

There are those who insist that Legislatures are less disposed 
than Congress to enact laws for the wise use and administration of 
natural resources. I am not in accord with this belief, and cite the law 
enacted iby the Eleventh Assembly relative to State lands, forests and 
minerals in proof of Legislative efficiency. The enactment into laws 
of the recommendations here presented will further demonstrate thait 
expressions of lack of confidence in Legislative efficiency are unfair 
and without a basis of fact. I am encouraged to believe that Con- 
gress will surrender the control and benefits of waters and power 
sites to ‘the States when convinced that a wise administration of these 
resources will follow. The best way to produce that conviction is to 
enact a law that is adequate and sufficient for the purpose. Other- 
wise, it is my judgment that Congress will not withdraw such super- 
vising control over these resources as the law now confers upon it.

Dear Sir: Your Commission on Conservation have had under con- 
sideration during the past two years, and particularly since August 
last, various measures of conservation, some of which are new, and 
some of which grow out of the experience of the State Board of Land 
Commissioners and the State Land Officers, under the bill.reported by 
the Commission two years ago, and we herewith hand you, for sub- 
mission to the Legislature if they meet with your approval, four sepa- 
rate bills as follows: 

First: A bill providing for ceding to the Government of the United . 
States all of Sections Sixteen and Thirty-six, whether surveyed or un- 
surveyed, within the National Forests, in exchange for other lands to 
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be granted to ithe State by the general government, under such terms 
as may be agreed upon. 

This measure we deem to be essential, for the reason that under 
rulings by the Department of the Interior of the United States, the 
State has no right in, or conttrol of these lands, and unless that policy 
of the National Government should be reversed, the State never would 
receive any benefit from these lands, as long as they are embraced in 
National Forests. 

Both of the political parties of the Staite indorsed a measure of this 
nature at their last State Conventions. 

Second: An Act relating to the rights of the State of Montana in 
and to the waters of the State, and regulating the use thereof. 

This measure, we believe, defines the rights of the Staite in the 
waters of the State, in accordance with a long line of decisions of the 
Supreme Court of the United States and with the decisions of other 
Federal Courts, and gives to the State absolute control of certain wa- 
ters, and implies a joint control by the State and Federal Government 
upon navigable waters, and provides for co-operation by the State 
Board of Land Commissioners with the Federal authorities in this par- 
ticular. We have deemed iit wise-to reserve to the people the right 
to control the use of these waters, and to regulate the rates to be 
charged for power and other purposes. 

Third: A Bill providing for the protection and preservation of the 
forests of-the Staite. 

The experience in the past years from forest fires demonstrated 
that the provisions of the Acts of 1909 upon this subject did not fully 
meet the demands that arose during ‘the prevalence of forest fires 
within the State. To meet these defects, we have re-enacted certain 
provisions of the old law, and have incorporated in this bill new pro- 
visions, giving the State Board of Land Commissioners ampler powers 
and more speficic authority to act in like emergencies in ‘the future. 

At a meeting of your Commission, held in December of the past 
year, at which were present the United States District Forester and 
representatives of a number of large lumber interesits of the State, it 
was found that in the State of Idaho, co-operation between the State, 
the National Government, and private owners of timber lands, by 
specific agreement as to duties to be performed and division of ex- 
penses incurred, had been successfully -tried and carried out, and we 
have therofore incorporated in this Bill specific authority for the State 
Board of Land Commissioners tc co-operate with the National Gov- 
ernment and with private owners or associations or owners, for the 
general purpose of preserving the forests of the State, regardless of 
ownership. 

Fourth: A Bill amending’ certain Sections of the Act of 1909, 
mainly for the purpose of more specifically defining and segregating 
the duties of the State Foresiter, as distinguished from those of the 
State Land Agent. 

The experience of the State Board of Land Commissioners has fur- 
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ther demonstrated that the presence of dead down timbers in the for- 
esits is an absolute menace at all times, and we have therofer provided 
that the proper State officials shall grant permits for the removal of 
such timber, without cost, under reasonable regulations. 

This experience has further demonstrated that the ‘timber killed . 
by fires during ‘the past year, although still standing and valuable for 
the manufacture of lumber, if manufactured at once, would not bring 
the minimum price of Three Dollars per thousand, fixed by the Act of 
1909, and we have therefore included in this bill a provision that such 
dead timber may be sold at such price as the State Board of Land 
Commissioners may deem reasonable. 

We are of the opinion that these Bills, if enacted into law, coupled 
with the Act of March, 1909, governing the disposition and control of 
other state lands, will form a nearly complete scheme of conservation, 
which will protect all of the interests of the State, in its landed prop- 
erty, and will form the most complete system of conservation laws 
possessed by any State in the Union.

Mr. Speaker: 

I am directed by the Senate to inform your Honorable Body that, 
the message from the Governor to the Senate, was received this day 
and read; accompanied by a report signed by a Committee composed 
of Honorable Rudolph Von Tobel, Honorable Lew L. Callaway, Hon- 
orable David Hilger and Honorable Charles B. Hartman. This report 
was upon the same subject as in the message from the Governor; aso 
accompanying the message and report, was submitted four separate 
bills, which the Governor requested be introduced in the Senate, as 
follaws:

CONSIDERATION OF MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR AND 
SENATE. 
The following communications were received from the Governor: 
Executive Office, Helena, Montana, January 18, 1911. 
The Speaker of the House of Representatives, 
House of Representatives, 
Helena, Montana. 

Herewith I submit the Auditor’s estimate of receipts and expenses 
for the biennial period ending February 28, 1913. 'The estimate of $3,- 
055,000.00 as the grass receipts for the period named is in my judgment 
as nearly accurate as it is possible to make at this time. In estimating 
revenue the maximum tax levy allowed by law has been used as a 
basis, and no other source of income is available under the revenue 
laws now in foree. There will be approximately $260,000.00 cash in 
the Treasury on March 1, 1911, and the total of the two sums named 
will be the maximum of appropriations for the next two years that 
may be made by this Assembly. 

The estimate of the expenses of the Executive, Legislative and 
Judicial departments is sufficient for the purposes named, and the 
sums mentioned for improvements and maintenance of the State edu- 
cational institutions were recommended by the State Board of [Pduca- 
tion. 

No account has been taken by the Auditor of any sums required 
for improvements at the State Prison, to which your attention has 
heretofore been called, nor to the amount necessary for the main- 
tenanee of the State Fair, provided the recommendations submitted in 
my message of January 3 are carried out. I am firmly convinced that 
both the State Prison and the Sitate Fair should be placed on a com- 
prehensive business basis and that the funds necessary therefor shouid 
be provided. 

Many bills will no doubt be presented for appropriations for special 
purposes and for increases in the salaries of various officials in the 
service of the State. There may be merit in many of the bills referred 
to. I suggest, however, ‘that before you give final consideration to 
appropriations for special purposes you should make the appropriations 
necessary for the maintenance of the State Departments and Institu- 
tions; and that previous to action upon bills for increases of salaries 
you appoint a joinitt committee of the two houses to meet and con- 
sult with the Governor, the Secretary of State, the Attorney General 
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-and the Auditor relative to the duties, responsibilities and competency 
required in the various offices. 

Some sysitematic consideration should be given to the question of 
salaries, to the end that a basis of compensation may be ‘fixed that 
will be fair and reasonable under the varying conditions existing. 
The joint committee referred to, after consultation with the State o/fi- 
cers named, who are familiar with the financial affairs and administra- 
tive duties of the State, may report to ithe respective houses and make 
recommendations that will be of value. 

Further consideration has strengthened the conclusion that by the 
exercise of strict economy all State Departments and Institutions may 
be satisfactorily and efficiently conducted upon a tax levy of less than 
the maximum amount allowed by law.

THIRD READING OF SENATE BILLS.

Clinton H. Moore of Butte, as members of a commission to prepare a 
eomprehensive road law for submission to this Assembly. Herewith I 
submit the report and bill as prepared by ithat Commission. 
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I have not had the opportunity to make a detailed examination 
of the bill presented, but my high opinion of the men who prepared it 
and my knowledge of the very earnest consideration given by them to 
the subject convince me that the result of their labors merits a most 
thorough examination at your hands. 

The members of this and other commissions whose reports will ‘be 
,communicated to you have faithfully performed the work requested of 
them, and I suggest that the thanks of the Assembly be extended to 
them. They have labored without expectation of reward, but I recom- 
mend that you reimburse them to the extent of the actual expenses in- 
curred by them in the performance of their respective duties.

Sir: On behalf and by direction of the Commission appointed by 
you to prepare a draft for a comprehensive and general Highway Law 
for the State of Montana, I transmit herewith the copies of the draft 
as finally settled and determined by tthe Commission. | 

In the preparation of this draft? the Commission has devoted con- 
siderable amount of time and study, having been actuated mainly by a 
consideration of what seemed to it to be atiainable at this time, raither 
than the formulation of a road law that might be considered as ideal. 
For this reason, care has been taken to depart as little as possible from 
the existing machinery of administration, in order that the transition 
from the old to the new system, should the bill be adopted, might be 
easily made. The Commission have 'thought it best to maintain for 
Counties of the first class, the present centralized system of adminis- 
tration for common highways, in order that conditions in Silver Bow 
County might not be unnecessarily affected. 

The Commission has also retained, in the chapter on “Main High- 
ways,’ the provisions of the Owenhouse Bill, passed by the last Legis- 
lative Assembly, as affording a method of County aid, independent of a 
State aid, which is the purpose of the chapter on “State Highways.” 

_ There is also provided in the Bill, provisions for convict labor on 
public highways, for a license upon motor vehicles, and for the elimina- 
tion of toll roads. 

Minor amendments have also been made in provisions now con- 
sidered and continued in subsitance in order that such provisions might 
either make good sense or be consistent with the general purposes of 
the bill. 

It has been the desire of the Commission to make this draft and 
general highway law, furnish within itself the entire body of the law 
upon this importanit subject. It is readily appreciated that differences 
of opinion must arise upon many of the subjects covered by the bill, 
especially with regard to the employment of convict labor, and other 
matters, but after a careful consideration of all of the objections that 
your Commission: could hear and consider, the draft herewith trans- 
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mitted, expresses its best sense of what is practicable under the present 
conditions of the State at this time.

REPORTS OF SELUCT COMMITTEES. 

The following report was received: 

Helena, Montana, January 30, 1911. 
To the Honorable— 

The Senate and House of Representatives of the State of Montana: 
Gentlemen: 

We, your Committee duly and regularly appointed for the pur- 
pose of investigating and reporting concerning the advisability of the 
State of Montana making purchase from Mitchell & Musigbrod of the 
buildings, ground, lands, and personal property located at Warm 
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Springs, Deer Lodge County, Montana, said property having been 
heretofore and now used in connection with a hospital for the cara 
and custody of the State’s insane, all in pursuance of Senate Joint 
Resolution No. 2, respectfully report as follows: . 

The entire committee visited the Insane Asylum at Warm Springs, 
Montana, on Sunday, January 15th, with Doctor J. M. Scanland, the 
Superintendent of said Institution, Doctor Peter Musigbrod, and the 
staff officers of the institution. The Committee was treated with gre.t 
cordiality and shown over the entire institution and grounds in con- 
nection therewith. Records, and the like, were all submitted for 
examination by your committee, and no attempt whatsoever made 
to mislead or conceal the amount said firm has invested in permanent 
improvements and the like for the maintenance and conduct of a 
proper institution and hospital for the care and treatment, under con- 
tract with the State of Montana, of persons afflicted with mental 
aiseases. 

The hospital, operating rooms, and wards in connection therewith 
are in every way modern, and spotlessly clean. The sleeping apart- 
ments, beds and bedding used for all patients from the bedridden: 
up to the most strong was far better than we had expected to find 
provided for such persons. The institution has been practically recon- 
structed during the past five years, and now they: have modern and 
up to date dormitories, hospitals and administration buildings affording. 
facilities to care for such patients as well, if not better than many an 
older State in the Union. In fact it was a source of surprise to the 
entire committee to note the splendid provisions made for these 
unfortunate people by the contractors, and in all of the buildings there 
seemed to be good ventilation and light, and the cleanliness of ail 
buildings and departments was commented upon by the ‘members oaf 
the committee. 

We desire to particularly compliment Dioctor J. M. Scanland,. 
Superintendent of the Asylum, upon his able and efficient management. 
of said institution, evidences of which weré plainly apparent in every 
branch of the conduct of the asylum. We believe that when the 
State provides for its insane exclusively as a state institution, that 
it will be extremely fortunate if it is able to obtain the services of a 
man as Superintendent of such institution with equal capabilities to 
those possessed by Doctor Scanland. 

After having made a thorough examination of the methods of 
conducting said institution, and the buildings and other facilities 
furnished for the care of patients, and after having visited the wards 
and made observation of the patients themselves, both male and 
female; the dairy barns, slaughter house, root houses, store, hotel 
and ranch buildings used in connection with and a part of such insti- 
tution, the committee directed the contractors to submit to it, at 
Helena, their books of account showing the amount of their investment 
for both land, improvements and necessary livestock and _ personal 
property for the proper conduct. and management of the institution. 
Thereafter the committee met at Helena, and the plans, specifications 
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and details of each of the buildings used in conjunction with the con- 
duct of this institution were submitted to your committee for exam- 
ination, and in this connection there was also submitted the state- 
ments of account of said contractors showing the actual cost of con- | 
struction of each of said buildings, together with furnishings and proper 
equipment, and a full and complete abstract of title of the lands and 
water-rights was also submitted for examination and inspection, and, 
likewise, a plat showing the location of the lands and amount thereof 
and the location of all buildings thereon. 

_ ‘The price at which the contractors offered to sell their lands to the 
State, together with all improvements and equipment, and necessarv 
personal property aggregated, in accordance with their inventory 
submitted, the sum of Hight Hundred Highty-two Thousand Nine 
Hundred Ninety-two and 72-100 Dollars ($882,992.72). Your Com- 
mittee thereupon met from day to day and gave careful and earnest 
study and consideration of the statements of account of said con- 
tractors and of the inventories presented concerning the reasonable 
value of the property, and thereafter, on the 25th day of January, in 
the interest of obtaining advice and information from citizens in posi- 
tion to know the value of such buildings and of the land, your com- 
mittee called before it Honorable John Bielenberg, and Honorable 
Charles Williams, residents and large iand owners in the Deer Lodge 
Valley, to give aid and counsel with respect to the reasonable valuation 
of the lands, improvements and livestock offered for sale to the state 
by said contractors. These gentlemen are old time residents of the 
Deer Lodge Valley and have been engaged in the ranching and live- 
stock business for years on a large scale, have known the lands belong- 
ing to the institution for more than twenty-five years, and are so well 
known in the state that little more need be said than to mention the 
names of these men to give assurance of their integrity, fair mindca 
and public spirited character. They were each separately called before 
the committee and each gave careful inspection of the plats showinz 
the lecation of water-rights and irrigation facilities of the lands, and 
were each furnished with a complete detailed statement of all the live- 
stock, farm equipment and machinery, and both expressed to the 
committee that in their judgment, based upon their experience and 
knowledge of the lands in question and the inventory of the livestock 
and machinery, that the figures presented to the committee by the con- 
tractors respecting valuations were tair, just and reasonable. 

Thereupon, for the purpose of obtaining assistance and informatio2i 
concerning the cost of the construction of the buildings, your committee. 
called before it William V. Murray, who occupies the position of State 

Superintendent of Construction in charge. of the construction of the 
additions to the Capitol Building and who has had considerable 
experience in the construction of public buildings, and who has_ pei- 
sonally visited the plant and buildings now owned by the contractors 
at Warm Springs. After examining the plans, specifications and 
details, and the statements of account showing the cost of construc- 
tion of each of the buildings, and ‘based upon his personal inspection 
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of said buildings at the institution, he stated to your committee that 
in his judgment the price placed by the contractors upon the buildings 
should be reduced to the extent of Twenty-seven thousand ($27,000.00) 
Dollars, and that, when such reduction was made from the _ inven- 
toried price, the valuation of all buildings would be fair and reason- 
able. ‘ 

The super.ntendent of the Asylum was called before your committce 
on several occasions for the purpose of having him make explanation 
concerning the inventories and methods by which the price at whica 
the property was offered for sale to the State was arrived at, and 
also for the purpose of enabling your committee to drive a good 
businesslike bargain for the State of Montana in the purchase of the 
plant at the lowest possible figure and on the best possible terms. 
After having been fully advised in the premises, as hereinabove s:2t 
forth, Doctor Scanland was again called before your committee on 
January 27th, and a review of the whole subject matter. was had 
in an effort to come to an agreement respecting tne lowest price 
and best terms upon which said property might be purchased. As a 
result of said conference it was finally agreed between your com- 
mittee and Doctor Scanland, representing the contractors, Mitchell 
& Musigbrod, that the contractors would sell the property to the 
state upon the terms hereinafter indicated, for the -full sum of Six 
Hundred Fifty Thousand ($650,000.00) Dollars, and your committve 
were unanimously of opinion that this price is exceedingly low and 
reasonable, and the terms of purchase fair and just, and, from a 
business standpoint, recommend that there should be no delay in 
immediately accepting the terms and conditions of the offer. 

Examination was made concerning’ the present cost to the con- 
tractors for the maintenance of patients per capita per month, and after 
giving this subject consideration and study, your committee are of 
opinion that the lands in connection with this institution are exceed- 
ingly desirable to be owned by the state because of its locatio2 
with reference to the state prison, which is now conducted as a state 
institution, and in connection with which the state is not possessed 
of a farm or lands suitable for farming purposes. It appears that it 
will be of great benefit and advantage to the state, and bring about a 
saving in the cost of the maintenance of insane persons and prisoners 
for the state to own this institution, together with tne lands, liv:- 
stock and equipment in connection therewith. Legislation has bee. 
advocated to make provision for the care of indigent inebriates and 
drug fiends by the state, and also for the establishment of a Tuber- 
culosis Hospital. By the purchase of this property ample provision 
can easily be made in the future for the proper care and treatment 
of this class of unfortunate persons without any additional cost save 
and except the cost of construction of additional necessary buildings. 
By this statement is meant that the institutions for tuberculosis 
patients, inebriates, and drug fiends, can all be conducted under the 
one management, and in consequence with a less number of attendants 
and employees. 
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Your committee saw on the ground at the institution a great 
quantity of brick, cement building blocks and building material and 
were advised by Doctor Scanland that there is now a sufficient amount 
of material on hand to provide any additional buildings or improv2- 
ments which may be needed at said institution during the next thrvce 
to five years, which said material will be turned over to the staze 
with other personal property in accordance with the understanding 
had with reference to the sale. 

The statements submitted to your committee concerning the cost of 
running this institution by the contractors convinces your committee 
that the purchase of this property will be of great and lasting adivantage 
to the state in that thereby the cost of the operation of this institution 
and of the state prison at Deer Lodge will be very appreciably reduced. 
The state will have no taxes to pay upon this property, and by virtue of 
utilizing the prisoners in farm work, necessary Supplies such as vege- 
tables, meats, dairy products and the like will be provided for both 
institutions at a minimum cost. Further in this connection, the State 
Board of Prison Commissioners have already undertaken the _ con- 
struction of a power plant for the development of electric power on 
Race Track Creek, which plant is located only thirteen miles dis- 
tant from this institution, and from which power and electricity can 
be provided at a minimum expense, thus tending further to reduce 
the cost of maintenance of this institution and of the state prison 
when under absolute state ownership and control. When this power 
plant is completed and the system inaugurated, aS above suggested, 
of conducting the farm at this institution by thé working of prisoners, 
it will reduce the monthly payroll which now exists under the con- 
tract system, and the state, not being required to pay taxes, and being 
in the market for large quantities of supplies such as groceries, cloth- 
ing, bedding, furnishings, boots and shoes, coal and the like, your 
committee is of the opinion that the cost of maintenance of this 
institution can be reduced to the extent of, approximately, Fifty Thou- 
sand ($50,000.00) Dollars per annum. 

The property offered to the State by the contractors, and their 
inventory price, which has been considered reasonable by persors 
BS before your committee, as above indicated, is as follows:

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In coming to the agreement with the contractors with reference 
to the purchase price which should be paid by the state, your com- 
mittee reports that it was able to get the contractors to accede to 
a reduction of Twenty-seven Thousand ‘%27,000.00) Dollars, on’ the 
buildings, in accordance with the recommendations of Mr. William 
V. Murray, and that urther, in bringing about an agreement as to 
the proper and reasonable valuation of the property, they were able 
to get the contractors to deduct the sum of $50,000.00 valuation by 
them placed upon the hot water springs on the premises, although your 
committee considered same of great value and benefit in connection 
with such an .unstitution, as -. now exists or may nereafter be estab- 
lished. 

And, further, in coming to an understanding as to what would be 
paid by the scate, by persistence your committee.persuaded the con- 
contractors to reduce their - rice on the entire property to the extent 
of One Hundred Fifty-five Thousand, Nine Hundred Ninety-two and 
72-100 Dollars. ($155,992.72) additional, thus making the purchase price 
for this splendid plant and property in accordance with agreement, 
the sum of Six Hundred Fifty Thousand ($650,000.00) Dollars. 

Independent of the low price at which this property can be secured 
by the state, there is a moral obligation which should be taken into 
consideration with reference to the copartnership of Mitchel & Mus- 
igbrod. 

In 1877, Governor Potts, the. Territorial Governor of Montana, 
requested Doctor A. H. Mitchell, then a practicing physician in the 
city of Deer Lodge, Montana, to make a bid for the care and mainten- 
ance of the territory’s insane persons, then numbering thirteen, which 
were being cared for at hospitals not suitable for their proper care 
and treatment. Doctor Mitcheil was induced to make bid for this 
contract .and obtained the. same, and in consequence made purchase 
of the present asylum property at Warm Springs. Doctor . Mitchell 
and Doctor Charles F. Musigbrod then formed a copartnership and 
constructed at Warm Springs, buildings sufficient to accomodate this 
small number of patients, and opened, in connection therewith, a hotel 
and bathing resort. This resort became quite famous because of its 
management and hospitality, and at the time was the only hot springs 
establishment or resort in the territory. In the meantime the asylum 
continued to increase in size because ‘of the. additional number of 
insane persons, and in 1900 the hotel and resort was closed to the 
public owing to the increasing number of insane patients. 

The institution has been conducted under the contract system con- 
tinuously since 1877, and in making proper provision for the care of 
the state’s insane the contractors have made expenditure of large 
sums of money in the construction of buildings and the purchase of 
equipment, and were the state now to refuse to .entertain a fair 
and reasonable offer to purchase this property and go elsewhere to 
establish an entirely new institution, it would seem hardly fair 2+ 
just. This institution is already thoroughly equipped, and there will be 
no delay or additional. expense in building or in remodeling in order 
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to-at once conduct it as a hospital for the care of the state’s insane. 
In the event of a land grant being made to the State by Con- 
gress in accordance with the measure recently introduced by Senator | 
Carter, provision could be made to have the proceeds received from 
the sale and income of said lanas applied for the redemption of said 
bonds, but, as Congress has not yet taken action upon this subject, 
and the only present available source for payment of said bond issue 
would be from. the general treasury, therefore such proposed law 
would have to be submitted to the. electors at the next general 
election in Novmber 1912, and in the event that the electors act 
favorably upon said question, independent of any land grant, the whole 
transaction could be fully consummated in November 1912, and were 
the State, in the meantime, or later, to be made the beneficiary of the 
land grant by Congress, this entire bond issue could be readily and 
without delay redeemed at an interest paying period with little, 
if any, drain upon the general treasury.

I herewith submit the report and recommendations of the Commis- 
sion heretofore appointed by me to prepare employer’s liability and work- 
men’s compensation acts for presentation to the Legislative Assembly. 

It has long been recognized that some law should be enacted to pre- 
vent the multiplicity of personal injury actions that are litigated in our 
courts and that will insure some speedy and adequate recompense for 
injuries sustained by those who labor in hazardous occupations. 

There is here presented the conclusion of men who have given to 

this question careful and conscientious consideration and their recom- 
mendations should materially aid you in solving this most vexing 
problem. 
. I desire to express my appreciation of the earnest efforts of the 
‘members of the Commission to present to the Assembly a comprehen- 
‘sive basis of Legislative action. I earnestly apnreciate the interest 
manifested by Judge Holloway, who devoted much time and labor to the 
‘subject and attended the meeting of commissioners from various States, 
in Chicago in Novemier last, in order that he might receive the benefits 
of the best thought of men expert in this character of legislation. 

I recommend that the thanks of the Assembly be extended to the 
Commission, and that the members of this and other Commissions whose

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reports have been transmitted to the Twelfth Assembly be compensated 
to the amount of the actual expenses by them incurred.

Dear Sir: The commission appointed’ by you to consider the ques- - 
tion of employers liability and workmen’s compensation and to report 
the result of our investigation, with drafts of bills dealing with these 
subjects, respectfully submit: 

The commission consists of W. F. Meyer, of Red Lodge; C. W. 
Goodale and J. H. Hall of Great Falls; H. G. Miller of Kalispell; J. C. 
Lowney and J. E. McNally of Butte; Neil Collins of Anaconda, and 
Wm. L. Holloway of Bozeman. The first meeting for the organization 
of the commission was held in Helena on October 1, 1910. We secured 
numerous treatises, statistical reports and other matter dealing with 
the subjects and devoted our time to study and investigation. We have 
not had any available funds to defray expenses of public hearings and 
have not been able to accomplish much by way of disseminating in- 
formation concerning the work before us. 

While the subject of compensation for industrial accidents without 
reference to fault is comparatively new in this country, it has received 
the most careful consideration from leading statesmen of European 
countries for twenty-five years or more, and today Turkey and our own 
country are the only leading civilized nations which adhere to the theory 
of the common law or liability statutes. More than eighty thousand em- 
ployees are killed or injured every year in the railroad service of this 
country, and more than half a million employees are killed or injured in 
the hazardous enterprises. Under existing laws damages can be recov- 
ered in but a small percentage of these cases. Statistics show that more 
than half of all these accidents are chargeable directly to the ordinary 
risks of the business and cannot be traced to the negligence of any one. 
The defenses of contributory negligence and negligence of fellow ser- 
vants prevent recovery in many more instances. Even in the com- 
paratively few cases which can be prosecuted, the expense, delay and 
uncertainty of jury trials condemn our present system as altogether 
inadequate to meet the present conditions of business activity. 

On January 6 and 7 our commission held a public meeting in Hel- 
ena, and a few interested persons attended and took a part in the pro- 
ceedings. On January 27 and 28 we met for some final determination, 
and at this meeting a majority of the commissioners agreed upon a 
general plan which is evidence by this report. Attached to, and made a 
part hereof, are forms of two bills. The enactment of both of these 
measures is essential to carry out the spirit of the plan which we 
hereby recommend. 

The first bill provides a comprehensive scheme of compensation 
for injuries incurred ‘by workingmen in the extra-hazardous employments, 
and takes from the employer the defenses of fellow servants’ negligence 
and assumption of risk, and the defense of contributary negligence ex- 
cept to the extent indicated. The second bill limits the amount of re- 
covery for death or injury by wrongful act. 
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The purpose of the compensation Act is to provide some measure 
of relief to every workman injured in these employments and to the 
dependents of every workman killed, without reference to the question 
of fault. If enacted into law, this measure will act automatically, and 
the compensation will be received at the time of the injury without de- 
lay or expense. In order to secure a majority favorable to any given 
plan, it was necessary for the commissioners to make concessions from 
the views entertained by them individually, and the draft of this com- 
pensation bill represents in its general plain only, the views of those 
who concur in this report. 

The measure limiting liability is intended to prevent the ambulance- 
chasing attorneys—if any there are in this State—from over persuading 
an injured workman or the dependents of a workman killed, to go into 
court in preference to accepting compensation. 

The obvious effect of these measures, if enacted into law, will be 
to lessen litigation in this class of cases. If the amount of recovery 
is limited and the net amount which the injured employee or the de- 
pendents of the employee killed, can realize from litigation is not any 
more than he or they could obtain under the compensation Act, then 
the incentive to litigate is removed and the employee or his dependents 
will not risk the hazards of a lawsuit, with its attendant vexations and 
delays, when he or they can secure substantially the same amount with- 
out expense or delay. 

These measures, if enacted and availed of, will prove of infinite 
penefit to workingmen engaged in these hazardous enterprises. The 
employee will know in advance that for every injury sustained, he will 
receive some compensation, while under the present system the statis- 
tics show that in a large percentage of the cases there cannot ‘be any 
recovery at all. The employer will know in advance the limit of his 
liability, while under the present system he cannot ascertain this fact 
until the conclusion of an expensive lawsuit. But the employer and em- 
ployee are not the only ones interested from a financial standpoint. 
Any decrease in this class of litigation will save to the taxpayers of 
the State a proportional amount of court costs and expenses. 

It will be apparent at once that the enactment of eitehr one of these 
measures, and not both, will work an injustice, but because of the inhibi- 
tion of our Constitution against any Act comprehending more than a 
single subject, we are unable to draft a measure covering all of these 
matters. It appears necessary to haive two separate bills, but they are so 
intimately connected that neither one should become a law unless both 
meet with the same favorable consideration by the Legislature. 

The theory of a compensation law is that the industry should bear 
the risk of injury to workingmen, just as it bears the risk of injury to 
machinery, instead of imposing the risk upon the men employed, as un- 
der present laws. Every industry now calculates the expense of repair- 
ing and renewing machinery as a part of the cost of production, and the 
leading civilized nations of the earth have advanced to that humani- 
tarian stage where they insist that the expense of caring for injured 
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employees and the dependents or employees killed, shall likewise be 
added to, and made a part of, the cost of aperation. These measures 
have had a successful experience covering many years in European 
countries. The United States and the State of New York have recently 
abandoned our present system for compensation law. 

We have been unable to have all members of the commission pres- 
ent at any meeting, and the result of our work must speak.for itself. 
The members of the commission who do not join in this report, either 
deciined to: participate in cur deliberations or do not agree with our 
conclusions. . 

In view of: the. fact that the subject of compensation for accidental 
injuries is a new one in this country, the draft of the proposed bill here- 
with submitted will doubtless be found to contain many imperfections. 
We have not given much attention to the legal questions which will] 
arise upon the enactment of a law of this character; but every question. 
which tthe ingenuity and learning of eminent counsel in other States can 
suggest has been carefully considered and passed upon by attorneys for 
other commissions, and elaborate briefs are available if desired. 

Whether or not these proposed measures are enacted into laws, we 
suggest the advisability of your recommending to this Legislative As- 
sembly that a commission be created to continue the inivestigation, ob- 
serve the operation of similar legislation elsewhere and report to the 
next regular session of the Montana Legislature. All of which is re- 
spectfully submitted.

My dear Mr. Yoder: 

' TI have yours transmitting Senate Joint Memorial urging Congress 
to grant 50,000 acres of public lands for an Asylum for the Insane. I 
will be glad to present the Memorial to the Senate on Monday. 

Unfortunately the Enabling Act which admitted Montana, Idaho, 
Wyoming and the other western states into the Union in 1889 express- 
ly provided that no further land grants should be allowed for these 
states in addition to that which was given under the original Enabling 
Act when the states were admitted ino the Union. There have been 
many bills introduced in Congress from time to time by Members and 
Senators from these states for additional land grants, but it has al- 
ways been held by the Public Lands Committees of the House and 
Senate that there was no authority in Congress to make the additional 
grants. 

I would be glad to be able to write something more hopeful in 
the matter, but I think this has been the universal practice of both 
the Senate and House for the past ten years, to not give favorable 
consideration to any of the numerous bilis of this character which 
have been introduced. and it is my opinion that it will be impossible 
to induce them to make a special exception in our own case.

Definitions: Milk is the fresh, clean, lacteal secretion obtained by 
the complete milking of one or more healthy cows, properiy fed and 
kept, excluding that obtained within fifteen days before and five days 
after calving, and contains not less than eight and cnehalf (8.5) per 
cent of solids mot fat, and not less than three and one-quarter (3.25) 
per cent of milk fat. 

Amend third paragraph of Section 1 as follows: 

Cream is that portion of milk. rich in milk fat, which raises to- 
the surface of milk on standing, or is separated from it by centrifugal 
force, is fresh and clean and contains not less than iwenty (2€) per 
cent of milk fat. 

Amend fourth paragraph of Section 1 as follows: 

Butter is the clean accumulated milk fat from unadulterated milk 
or cream with or without the addition of salt or coloring matter, con- 
taining not less than eighty-two and one-half (82.5) per cent of butter 
fat and not more than sixteen (16) per cent water. 

Amend first paragraph of Section 2 as follows: 

Adulterated Milk: No person shall sell or exchange, or offer or ex- 
pose for sale or exchange as milk or cream, any unclean, impure, 
adulterated or unwholesome milk, or unclean, impure, adulterated, 
colored or unwholesome milk or cream, or sell or exchange or offer 
or expose for sale or exchange any substance in imitation, or sem- 
blanee of milk or cream which is not milk or cream, nor shall they 
sell or exchange or offer or expose or exchange any such subsiance as, 
and for milk or cream or sell or exchange, or offer or expose for sale 
or exchange any article of food made from such milk or cream, or 
manufacture from any such milk or cream, any article of, human food. 
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Add to second paragraph of Section 2 after the words, “‘contents of 
the can,’ the following: 

There shall be no limit to the percentage of fat contained in un- 
adulterated milk or cream sold to creameries for the sole purpose of 
manufacture into butter.

Milk, Cream and Ice Cream vessels: No person or persons shall 


without the consent of the Owners or owner, use, sell, dispose of or 
traffic in any milk cans, jars, bottles or milk or ice cream receptacles. 
belonging to any dealer or shipper of milk or milk products having the 
name or initials of-owner on such cans, jars, bottles or other recepta- 
cles. No one shall wilfully mar, change or erase the name or initials 
stamped or fastened upon sealed milk receptacles or vessels for other 
purposes, .nor place any other substance than milk or its products in 
them. 

Amend second paragraph of Section 3 as follows: 

Cleaning vessels before return: Whenever: any cans, vessels or 
other receptacles used in the transportation of milk, cream or: their 
products are returned to the producer for a fresh shipment of the 
product, they must be thoroughly cleaned by washing, rinsing, and 
scalding, so as to make their conditions sanitary and suitable as a 
receptacle for fresh milk and cream or their products.

inside.

Butter and Cheese factories: Operators of all co-operative  but- 
ter and cheese factories shail keep their books open for inspection 
of any patron at all times, showing the daily amounts of milk and 
cream received and the percent and amount of fat in the milk and 
cream received from each patron and the amounts of cream sold 
and butter or cheese manuftcured daily.

plain black letters one-half inch ‘verticle dimension, ‘“Oleomargarine.”’

as the quart. 

- Amend second paragraph of Section 16 as follows: 

Solid Measure: The standard measure for the sale of butter and 
cheese in the State of Montana shall be sixteen (16) ounces (avoirdu- 
pois weight) to the pound when wrapped or put in container exclu- 
sive of the wrapper or container.

All Children under twenty-one years of age who may be absent from 
home for any cause, shall be included by the district clerk in this 
census list of the city, town or district in which their parents reside. 
He shall make a full report therecf on blanks furnished for this pur- 
pose, under oath, to the County Superintendent within sixty days 
after the completion of the census and deliver a copy to the school 
trustee. Failure to make such report as specified shall constitute a 
misdemeanor and shall be punishable by a fine of not less than ten 
dollars nor more than fifty dollars. For taking the census the district 
clerk shall be paid by the Board of Trustees from the county school 
money, to the credit of the district in the same manner as other 
contingent expenses are paid, at a rate not exceeding ten cents for 
each child’s name returned by him. He shall receive such other 
compensation for other services as may be allowed by the Board of 
Trustees.

Section 3. As soon as practicable after the taking effect of this 
act, the said State Highway Commission shall appoint a state high- 
way engineer, who shall be a competent civil engineer, and experienced 
and skilled in highway construction and maintenance, and who shall 
receive a salary not to exceed $3000.00 per annum, in the discretion 
of the Commission, and shall be allowed his actual traveling and other 
expenses under the provisions of this act. He shall hold office until 
removed for cause by said State Highway Commission. 

Section 4. Said State Highway Engineer, before entering upon 
the duties of his office, shall file with the said commission his oath 
of office with sufficient bond to the State of Montana in the sum of 
ten thousand dollars, conditioned upon the faithful performance of his 
duties, said bond to be approved by the said State Highway Commis- 
sion, and then filed with the Secretary of State. e 

Section 5. The State Highway Engineer may appoint at his dis- 
cretion such assistant engineers, clerks and other assistants as may 
be necessary to the proper conduct of the work of said commission, 
by and with the adivice and consent of said commission. 

Section 6. The said State Highway Commission and State High- 
way Engineer shall constitute the State Highway Department which 
shall be provided with suitable office rooms in the State buildings 
at the Capitol, which office shall be under the charge of the said State 
Highway Engineer and shall be kept open at such times as the /busi- 
ness of said department and the convenience or interest of the public 
shall require. Such office shall be conveniently and properly furnished 
and shall be the repository for all the records of the said State High- 
way Department. 

Section 7. It shall be the duty of the said State Highway Com- 
mission to hold meetings at such times and for such periods as they 
may deem essential to the proper carrying out of the provisions of 
this Act. } 

It shall be the duty of the said State Highway Commission to con- 
sider at their meetings all questions relating to the general policy of 
the said State Highway Department, and the conduct of the work in 
general; to receive and consider at such time as they may select the 
‘annual report of the State Highway Engineer and to act for the said 
State Highway Department in all matters relating to recommenda- 
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tions, estimates and appropriations which it may be found advisable 


to submit to the Governor or the State Legislature. 

Section 8. The State Highway Engineer shall have charge of all 
the records of the State Highway Department, shall keep a record of 
all proceedings and orders pertaining to the business of his office 
and of the department; and shall keep on file copies of all plans, 


specifications and estimates prepared by his office. He shall cause | 


to be made and kept by the State Highway Department a general 
highway plan of the State; shall collect information and compile sta- 
tistics relative to the mileage, character and condition of the high- 
ways and bridges in the different counties of the State; and shall 
within one year from the passage and approval of this act prepare a 
map of such of the main highways in the State as in his judgment, 
are of sufficient importance to be designated as a system of trunk 
or state roads, by and with the concurrence of the Board of County 
Commissioners of the county in which such roads are situated, to be 
improved and maintained at the cost of the State and report same 
to the Highway Commission for submission to the Legislature for 
adoption as a proposed system of trunk or state roads, which, if 
adopted, or as adopted, by the legislature, shall be improved as soon 
thereafter as possible, under such provisions as the legislature may 
enact therefor. He shal! investigate and determine the methods of 
road construction best adapted to the various sections of the State. 
and shall establish standards for the construction and maintenance 
of highways in the various counties, giving due regard to the topo- 
graghy, natural conditions, character and availability of road building 
material and the ability of the counties to meet their portion of the 
eost of building and maintaining roads under the provisions of this 
act.

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR AND SENATE. 

The following communications were received from the Governor: 

HHxecutive Office, Helena, Montana, February 14, 1911. 
‘The Speaker of the House of Representatives 
‘Hiouse of Representatives, 
Helena, Montana. 

Having in mind the near approach to the close of the Session and 
the large amount of important legislation undisposed of, it seem: 
advisable to at this time refer to the recommendation made in my 
regular ‘and special messages to the Assembly. 

Your attention is again specifically called to the following: 

The bills recommended by the Conservation Commission; the 
necessity of conferring upon the Governor the authority to enforce 
the laws; the apportionment of Legislative representation; the gen- 
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enral demand for a comprehensive road law; an employer’s liability and 
workmen’s compensation act; a constitutional amendment authorizing 
the creation of a tax commission; a public utilities commission; the 
examination of private banks; the reorganization of the State Fair; 
a direct primary law and laws insuring pure foods and _ correct 
weights ana measures. 

Tnere are also other important subjects that merit your care- 
ful and prompt consideration. There is yet time for the consideration 
of all legislation of a general nature, provided there is concerted 
action on the part of the members and carefully planned co-operation 
between the Senate and the House. 

Of the forty-five Bills and Resolutions passed by the Assembly 
and transmitted to the Executive Office up to the present time, only a 
few can be justly considered as of general interest and public concern. 
By far the largest number of measures of State-wide importance are 
now pending before the Assembly. It must be remembered that 
special activity on behalf of a bill is not always a criterion by whicn 
one may judge of its importance, as advocates of legis!siion of m 
general nature are seldom found among those who are designated as a 
lobby. 

Permit me to respectfully urge that during the remainder of the 
Session you individually and collectively make every effort to advance 
for consideration and speedy action all legislation of general interest 
to the people of Montana. To that end it seems proper to suggest 
that your committees be required to promptly report bills referred 
to them. Committees, whether standing or steering, are intended 
to serve aS mediums to facilitate legislation and not for the purpose 
of delaying or preventing consideration of measures. It is sincerely 
hoped that the actions of your committees may not be such as to 
create in the public mind a suspicion that legislation is being retarded 
or that such action is for the purpose of preventing the position of 
any member or members upon any measure from becoming known. 

I shall not here repeat the reasons heretofore advanced in favor 
of the passage of the bills herein referred to, but call your attenticn 
to my several messages hitherto transmitted to you. I do, however, 
wish to direct your attention to the fact that nearly all of these 
measures were favored in the last State platforms of both the Demo- 
cratic and Republican parties. In view of these party declarations and 

the extensive public sentiment favorable to their enactment, what 
valid reason can be urged for withholding consideration of these bills? 
It would be unfortunate indeed if the public should lose confidence 
in the sincerity of party declarations or in the efficiency of the law- 
making power. 

The suggestion is respectfully made that when any action is 
taken upon any measure of public interest a roll call be had thereon. 
Experienced legislators have often remarked that frequent calls insure 
that members will more thoroughly familiarize themselves with pend- 
ing legislation and result in better considered action thereon. 

My one desire in this matter is to leave no stone unturned to 
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secure the enactment of meritorious measures—laws that will make 
for the betterment of conditions in Montana, laws that are advocated 


by the great body of Montana’s citizens, and laws that will stand as ° 


everlasting monuments to the Assembly that places them on our 
statute books.

You 
will note in comparing the bill with the Section of the Codes that 
you have omitted the following words from the Section which you in- 
tend to amend: “The duties of the District Clerk shall be as follows:” 
Your omission of these words from your bill renders it inoperative 
in my judgment. 

I therefore suggest that you have ‘the bill returned to the Senate 
and amended by the insertion of the words above quoted. A return 
of the bill can be had by a resolution directed to me requesting its 
return, and passed by both Senate and House. Upon the receipt of 
such resolution I will gladly return the jill to the Senate. 

When the bill has been received by the Senate a motion should be 
made, and by unanimous consent it can be so made, to reconsider the 
action by which Senate Bill No. 45 was passed on the third reading.

general election thereafter. When the county seat shall have ibeen 
selected as herein provided, it shall not thereafter be changed except 
in the manner provided by law.”

The Treasurer before entering upon the duties 
of the office shall file with the Secretary of State a bond payable to 
the State of Montana, in a sum to be fixed from time to time by the 
Board, and with sureties approved by the Governor, conditioned for 
the faithful discharge of the duties of the office. The Board shall adopt 
rules not inconsistent with this Act to govern its proceedings.

RESOLUTIONS OF CONDOLENCE. 

Mrs. Fanny E. Conrad, wife of W. G. Conrad, departed this life 
the twentieth of February, Nineteen Hundred and Hleven, leaving 
surviving her, a husband and four children. 

She was born in Rappahannock County, Virginia, in 1853 and came 
to Montana in 1876, immediately after her marriage, where she lived 
continuously until her death. During her stay here she resided first 
at Fort Benton, afterwards at Great Falls, and recently at Helena 
where she died. This, in brief, is the story of her life, but in that 
life, with prodigal liberality, were blended noble deeds, generous im-

A Shadow on those features fair and thin. 

And softly from that hushed and darkened room, 
Two angels issued where but one went in.”

REPORT OF JOINT COMMITTEE. 
Helena, Montana, February 16, 1911. 
To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives 
of the Sitate of Montana. 

Gentlemen: We, your Committee duly and regularly appointed for 
the purpose of investigating and reporting upon the sanitary condi- 
tions, and the conditions of ventilation of the mines in this State, 
especially of Butte, respectfully report’ as follows: 

The entire Committee visited the City of Butte on January fifth, 
1911, arriving there at 2:55 P. M., and upon arrival rotified the dif- 
ferent managers of the mines, and also the officers of the Butte 
Miners’ Union, that our mission was tto investigate the sanitary and 
ventilating conditions of the mines, and inform them that tue Com- 
mittee would proceed with the investigation the following morning. 

On the following morning at nine thirty A. M. accompanied by 
Mr. John Gillie, General Superintendent of the Amalgamated mines, 
B. H. Bunshee, Assistant Superintendent of the Company; J. C. Adams, 
Superintendent of the Boston and Montana Consolidated Mining Com- 
pany; Thomas Mitchell, foreman of the Leonard mine; D. D. Sullivan, 
President of the Butte Miners’ Union, and Joseph Guelfi, Vice President 
of the Butte Miners’ Union. 

The Committee inspected the change room or dry room, where 
they found six hundred lockers for the use of the men employed, in 
which to change their clothes, with cement floors, shower baths and 
wash rooms. The Committee was very favorably impressed with ‘the 
fact that the Companies were doing what they could to prevent the 
men from exposure. : 

We were then lowered to the twelve hundred foot level of the 
Leonard Mine and we were shown doors installed for the purpose of 
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changing the course of air. We were then lowered to the fourteen 
hundred foot level and went through stope No. 1623 to the eighteen 
hundred foot level. At the cross‘cut No. 1803 the temperature there 
registered 73 degrees, and at the breast 82 degrees; then we went 
through the eich?e@n hundred foot level to the West Colusa mine, and 
Comanche air shaft. We were then taken to the surface for lunch. 
After lunch the Committee went through several stopes and drifts 
of the Mountain View and Pennsylvania mines. The temperature of 
the water dropping from the back of the crosscut No. 1813 of the Penn- 
Sylvania was 76 degrees. 

After coming ‘to the surface the Committee were taken to the 
engine room and shown the safety appliances on the engine to prevent 
the cages or skips from going into the sheave wheels. 

On January seventh the Commiitee, accompanied by the officers of 
the Miners’ Union, went to the Original mine, and we were lowered 
ito the two thousand foot level to the pump station, temperature at 
this point was 73 degrees; througn stope No. 2101, temperature regis- 
tered 88 degrees. Climbed through stopes and drifts of Gagnon und 
Original mines to twenty-four hundred foot level of the Original mine, 
where the temperature in the west drift was 78 degrees. Went up 
surface for lunch. After lunch the Committee went to the plant cf 
the Great Falls Power Company, near the High Ore mine, and to the 
compresor room of the Diamond mine, and then to the Speculator mine 
of the North Butte Mining Company, where they were lowered to the 
sixteen hundred foot level, accompanied by Mr. John Pope, Manager, 
and Mr. Dan Courtney, foreman, and went through stope No. 1816. 
On the twentieth floor the temperature was 80 degrees. Then we went 
to No. 1826 raise where the temperature was 80 degrees; then through 
stope No. 1838, three hundred feet west of No. 1816 where the tem- 
perature was 72 degrees; then to eighteen hundred foot level and 
climbed down raise No. 2018,through the stope where the temverature 
was 80 defrees, and then to the two hundred foot level staticn where 
the temperature was 78 degrees, and from this point to surface, when 
the Committee after a consultation with the officers of tne companies 
and the Miners’ Union concluded that they had been shown through 
the best and worst places that both parties had to show them, and 
decided to leave for Helena to continue the investigation at a later 
date upon some course that the majority of the Committee might de- 
termine. 

On January tenth, the Committee met pursuant to call of the 
Chairman. Chairman Leighiton called the meeting to order, and stated 
that he had telephoned the President of the Butte Miners’ linion, 
and was informed that the Union would meet that night. ~ On mo- 
tion, duly seconded, the Chairman was authorized and instructed to 
request the Butte Miners’ Union to appoint one of their members from 
each of the following mines: 

Original, Stewart, Gagnon, Mountain Con, Bell & Diamond, East 
Grey Rock, Speculator, Badger, Buffalo, High Ore, Never Sweat, Ana- 
conda, St. Lawrence, Colorado, Pennsylvania, Tramway, Silver Bow, 
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West Calusa, Leonard, Pittsmont, Blackrock, Elm Orlu, to appear be- 
fore this Committee to give such evidence as they might wish, each of 
said members to be working in the mine he represents; also to notify 
the managemnts of those properties, of the action taken. 

- The Chairman thereupon notified the Butte Miners’ Union of the 
action of the Committee, as above set forth; whereupon the Butte 
Miners’ Union informed the Chairman that they preferred sending a 
committee of five or six to appear before this joint committee. 

Whereupon, at the request of the Butte Miners’ Union, the Com- 
mittee caused to be summoned to appear before them -.he following 
witnesses: Dan Holland, Jacob Oliver, J. C. Lowney, John Viexers, 
Dan D. Supllivan, Joseph Guelfi, John Driscoll, James McQuire, John 
Daly, Patrick Cloonan and William ‘Walsh. Other witnesses appearing. 
before the Committee were Dr. P. H. McCarthy, John Gillie, John D. 
Pope, Dr. W. F. Maginn, Dr. T. J. Murray and W. B. Orem. 

Whereupon on January 24th the Committee was called to order by 
the Chairman, and Chairman Leighton made the following statement. 
as ‘to what testimony should be adduced before the Committee. 

Gentlemen: There is one thing that I wish to state, and that is 
this, that in the testimony that will be given iby the various witnesses 
here, I wish that it would be confined absolutely to those two condi- 
tions that this joint Committee is called upon to thoroughly investi- 
gate and inquire into, and those are the sanitary conditions of the 
mines of the State, especially of Butte, and the conditions of vetila- 
tion. In our other meetings that we have had and those whom we 
have met, especially at the meeting in Butte, they seemed to drift 
off from those two subjects and wandered into other things. As we 
are now to begin taking testimony pertainnig to ‘hose two subjects, 
we cannot allow extraneous matter to be brought in, but only evi- 
dence pertaining to these two subjects, sanitary conditions and the 
conditions of ventilation; and we propose to subpoena and vring be- 
fore this Committee other miners from Butte, as many as we see 
fit, and also the mine owners or any man whom we think can bring 
us any information in regard to this matter, for it is the object of the 
Committee and it is the desire of the Twelfth Legislative Assembly 
that we should get to the bottom of this matter and see if we can- 
not enact some law, or in some manner correct those things that seem 
to be prevailing over there that are wrong. Consequently, I ask those 
who take the witness stand to remember that we cannot allow any- 
thing but that pertaining to those two subjects. 

Wihereupon ‘the following witnesses were called, duly sworn and 
testified: P. J: Duffy, Dan Holland, Jacob Oliver and J. C. Lowney. 

Whereupon, on January 30th the Committee was called to order 
by the Chairman, and the following witnesses were called, duly sworn 
and testified: John Vickers, Dan D. Sullivan, Joseph Guelfi, John Dris- 
coll. 

Whereupon, on January 31st, the Committee was called to order 
by the Chairman, and the folowing witnesses were called, duly sworn 
and testified: Dr. P: H. McCarthy, James McQuire, John Daly, Pat- 
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rick Cloonan, John Gillie and John D. Pope. 

Whereupon, on February 1st the Committee was called to order by 
the Chairman, and the following witnesses were called, duly sworn, and 
testified: James McQuire, Dr. W. F. Maginn, Dr. T. J. Murray and 
William Walsh. 

‘Whereuopn, on February 8th the Committee was called to order 
by the Chairman, and Mr. W. B. Orem was called, duly sworn and 
testified. 

After considering all the testimony adduced before us, and after 
due deliberation, we respectfully submit our conclusions as follows: 

We find that the Companies of Butte are endeavornig to perfect 
their ventilation and sanitary conditions. The mining sanitary cars 
are to be installed in all of the mines in Butte, some already being in 
use. 

The testimony of Mr. Gillie shows that the following mines have 
been installed with fans in the last year:

From the testimony of Mr. John Gillie, Mr. John Pope, Mr. Will- 
iam Walsh, State Mine Inspector, and Mr. W. B. Orem, Deputy Mine 
Inspector, it will be seen that raises are being put in all the mines to 
produce better ventilation. Mr. Gillie, Superintnedent of the Amalga- 
mated Company, and Mr. Pope, Superintendent of the North Butte 
Mining Company assured the Committee that they were endeavoring 
to have the mines properly ventilated and the sanitary- conditions per- 
fected; their testimony shows that it is to the interest of the Com- 
panies to bring about good sanitary conditions, and ventilating ccn- 
ditions. The preponderance of the testimony of .he miners them- 
selves shows that the operators in Butte are making a systematic ef- 
fort to improve the sanitary and ventilating conditions in that dis- 
LIaGhe ; 

The Committee summoned to appear before them three able 
physicans from the city of Butte, who had performed many autopsies 
on these miners who were supposed to have died from the so-called 
Miner’s Consumption. Their testimony definitely proves ‘hat the con- 
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ditions of the mines cannot alone produce consumption, but that the 
occupation of a miner is such, due to absence of sunshine and natural 
surface conditions that it tends to so weaken and irritate the lungs 
that a miner is more liable to contract the disease called consump- 
tion, and for this reason tuberculosis is more prevalent in a mining 
community than elsewhere. 

The testimony taken upon the several hearings held by your Com- 
mittee has been transcribed and is herewith submitted and made a 
part of this report. 

Your Committee also submits and presnts herewith a _ suitable 
Bill for an Act, which your Committee believes might tend to correct 
any troubles complained of and recommended to the consideration of - 
the Legislature.

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR. 
The following communication was received from the Governor: 
February 25, 1911. 
The Speaker of the House of Representatives, 
House of Representatives, 
Helena, Montana. 

Congratulating the Assembly upon the passage of a number vf 
measures of State-wide importance and public concern and expressin:s. 
the belief that it will not abate its zeal in the public’s service, I yet 
wish, at the risk o€ being considered unduly insistent, to again direct 
your attention to and request your earnest consideration of three sub- 
jects heretofore brought to your attention. 

First: “A Bill for an Act entitled an Act to cede certain State 
school lands to the United States in lieu of other lands, and providing 
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for the selection of the lieu lands.” 

From my message of January 17, last, relative to this Bill I quote 
the following paragraphs: 

“The Secretary of the Interior has decided that sections 16 and 
36, Situated in national forests, that are unsurveyed or the survey 
of which has not been approved previous to the creation of forest re- 
serves, do not pass to the State under the provisions of the Enabling 
Act; and he further holds that the State must release those sections 
and select others from the surveyed public domain in lieu thereof, 
or suffer a loss of the lands referred to. The area of the sections 
thus affected amounts to approximately one -million acres. 

“Under the laws now in force these lieu selections must be made 
from the public lands that are surveyed and that are designated as 
agricultural lands. 

‘During the past few months the State Board of Land Commis- 
sioners has been releasing unsurveyed sections 16 and 36, situatea 
in forest reserves, and selecting in lieu thereof agricultural tands from 
the surveyed public domain whenever lands of value equal to tnat of 
those released could be found. Much difficulty has been experienced 
in obtaining valuable lands for lieu selections on account of the rapid 
entry of public lands by settlers and the shortage of surveyed lands. 

“No. sections situated in western Montana and of special value 
for the timber thereon have been released, for the reason that lieu 
lands of equal value could not be obtained. The Board desires that 
authority be given to release to the government these unsurveyed 
and timbered sections 16 and 36 in the forest reserves of western 
Montana whenever the right is conferred upon the State to select 
government timber lands of equal value, in compact bodies, in forest 
reserves. This right of exchange, conditioned as suggested, must be 
given by acts of the ‘Legislature and of Congress.” 

I suggest, however, that you amend Section 1 of the bill referred 
to by adding after the word “thereon” the words “situated withia 
forest reserves.” It is conservatively estimated that favorable con- 
sideration of this proposed legislation by Congress and the Assembly 
will add sereval millions of dollars to the common school fund of the 
State. It will readily be seen that by the decision of the Secretary 
of the Interior the State of Montana stands to lose valuable timber 
lands, and also that, if the State can secure timber lands in exchange, 
greater values will be obtained than would be possible if agricultural 
lands must be accepted. 

Second: “A Bill for an Act to amend Sections 8, 10, 22, 53, 54 
55, 56, 57 and 61 of Chapter 147 of the Montana Session Laws of 
1909.” 

This bill provides that certain duties heretofore performed by 
the State Land Agent relative to forest lands shall hereafter be per- 
formed by the State Forester; that timber that has been damaged 
by forest fires may be sold at such price as can be obtained therefor, 
and that dead-and-down timber may be removed from State forest 
‘lands by settlers without payment therefor. 
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The time of the State Land Agent is fully occupied in looking after 
the agricultural and grazing lands of the State, and under the pro- 
visions of the proposed measure the State Forester would be able is 
give better service in the administration of forest lands. 

Under the Act of 1909 no sale of timber may be made for less 
than $3.00 per thousand feet. A large quantity of timber was damaged 
by the forest fires of last summer and attempts have been made to 
sell the same. These attempts have failed, however, because of the 
fact that the minimum price fixed by law could not be secured. Such 
timber will therefore be a dead loss to the State unless speedily cut. 
It seems highly desirable to sell this damaged timber at such price 
as can be obtained, thereby saving to the State many thousands of 
dollars. Dead-and-down timber in forest creates firetraps, and every 
encouragement Should be offered for its removal. 

Third: ‘A Bill for an Act providing for the protection of forests 
‘and other lands from fires, prescribing the duty of fire wardens, pro- 
viding for the expenses thereof, and prescribing punishment for the 
violation of this Act.” 

The experiences of last summer demonstrate the imperative 
necessity for a comprehensive law dealing with the subject of forest 
fires. The bill alluded to provides for the division of the forest areas 
of the State into fire districts and authorizes the appointment of dis- 
trict fire wardens during the season when forest fires are likely. 

The Railroad companies are required to keep their rights of wav 
clear—to a distance of fifty feet on either side of the track—of com- 
bustible material during the season from June 1 to October 1 of each 
year, and to use spark arresters upon engines. This latter provision 
may be too drastic and might, it seems, with safety be eliminated, 
provided the rights of way are kept free of combustible material. 
Loggers are required to maintain spark arresters upon all engines 
operated in the forests. 

The burning of slashings is prohibited during certain Seasons or 
the year, and is to be permitted only under such restrictions as the 
State Forester may prescribe. It has been estimated by a goverumenc 
authority that sixty-five per cent of the forest fires originated from 
sparks emitted by railroad locomotives, and that the larger number of 
other fires were occasioned by engines of loggers, the burning or 
slashings in the forests, and by fires carelessly left by campers. 

The timber lands are owned by the general government, the State, 
and private individuals. Last Summer the government and the State 
co-operated in the extinguishment of all forest fires, regardless of 
proprietorship. The expense was large and was borne by the Federal 
and State governments. Private timber holdings profited to the same 
extent as those of the State and the Nation, but did not contribute 
proportionately to the cost of the protection. It does not seem just— 
it is not just—that protection should be given to private holdings at 
the expense of the people of the State. To express it differently, ‘i 
is not just that the money belonging to the school children of the 
State should be employed to protect the private holdings of timber 
owners from forest fires. 
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The bill referred to requires that these private holdings shall make 
a contribution proportionate to the benefits received for the extin- 
guishment’ or prevention of forest fires. Can there be anything in 
equitable or unjust in such a provision? To me the proposition seems 
eminently fair and unassailable, and yet it has become common know:- 
edge that representatives of the large timber interests have been active 
in their opposition to this feature of the measure. 

Last summer the State Board of Land Commissioners, when the 
emergency arose, exerted every effort to extinguish forest fires, wher- 
ever discovered, and the services of five companies of the Nation«l 
Guard were called into requisition. These men responded to the cal 
of the Commander-in-Chief without any question of his authority .9 
require their services in the extinguishment of forest fires. It was to 
their credit, and, I believe, to the credit of the State Board of Lani 
Commissioners, that no question was at that time raised as to how 
or where the fires originated; the main consideration was that properir 
of value was being destroyed and that its loss should if possible ve 
prevented. 

With that experience in mind, I earnestly insist that adequate 
laws should be framed to prevent, in so far as may be possible, the 
careless strating of forest fires; and to provide that private holdings 
must contribute their share of the expense of extinguishing fires. it 
would be deplorable were this Assembly to adjourn without placiag 
upon the statute books some law that will justly and equitably meet 
the situation. Last summer there was no specific enactment to meéft 
the crisis, nor was there authority to compel the private holdings of 
timber to bear their share of the burden of fighting forest conflagra- 
tions. The only fund from which it was possible to pay the costs or 
the fire-fighting campaign was that which belongs to the school chil- 
dren and the educational institutions. A session of the Assembly has 
-intervened, and I repeat that it would be deeply regrettable if this 
body neglected or refused to legislate upon the subject. It should at 
least be provided that the expense of fighting forest fires should te 
borne by the general fund; but if this provision were made it would 
be manifestly unjust to compel the State to bear the whole burden 
while the private holdings went unassessed of their proportion of the 
cost. 

To expect this expense to be defrayed out of the school fund is 
contrary to the spirit of the Enabling Act. What valid reason can be 
urged by the private timber owner in support of his contention that 
the State of Montana should. fight the forest fires which endanger his 
property and pay the price thereof while he enjoys thé benefits with- 
out cost? The vulnerability of his position is the more pointedly 
shown when we contemplate the situation regarding the bounties on 
stock-destroying animals. The stockmen of Montana do not ask the 
taxpayers of the State to reach into their pockets and pay for the 
protection of livestock from predatory wild beasts. Instead, recogniz 
ing that their need is special protection, they submit to a special levy 
for protective purposes, and pay their special tax without a murmur. 
That this is simple justice to all concerned is recognized by this As- 
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sembly, in the levying of a special tax with which to raise the revenue 
necessary to afford the protection desired by the stockmen. What 
claim can the private timber owner have that places him on a highey 
plane than that occupied by the livestock men of the State? 

All of these bills refer to and are designed to conserve property 
that belongs to the common schools and educational grants. In truth, 
they might more appropriately be termed “Bills for Acts to protect 
the heritages which a generous Federal government has conferred 
upon the school children and educational institutions of the State.” 

I again call your attention to these important subjects and trusé 
that your further deliberations will convince you of their merits. I 
am not willing that funds belonging to the school children of the State 
shall be used to protect privately-owned forests. If by any chance i 
may be able to so impress upon you the gravity of the Situation thai 
an equitable bill will be the result, then a great good will nave beer 
accomplished and you may rest assured that you have well performed a 
duty imposed upon you as legislators. 

By not mentioning the other subjects referred to in my regular 
and special messages I do not wish to be understood as having in 
anywise changed by opinions thereon; but the subjects herein treated 
seem to me so important and so fair and unobjectionable that i cannot 
believe you will upon reflection fail to view them as they appear to me.

provided by law. The publication of such notice mut coniinue for the 
full period of thirty days. 

The County Clerk, must at least thirty (80) days before the time 
when such registration book shall be closed for any general election, 
' primry nominating election, city, town or municipal election, or munici- 
pal primary election, or school election, cause to be posted in not less 
than three (3) conspicuous places of each precinct in his county, no- 
tice of such publication, notice which shall be kept posted until the 
registration book shall be closed for the ensuing election.”

Be it Enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 

Section 1. That there shall be submitted to the qualified electors 
of the State of Montana eit the next general election, an amendment 
to Article IX of the Ccnstitution of the State of Montana, by adding a 
new Section to be numbered Section 14 of Article IX, providing for the 
recall of public officers so that said Section 14 of said Article IX will 
read as follows: 

Section 14. Every pwhblic officer in Montana is subject as herein 
provided, to recall by the legal voters of the State or of the District. 
from which he is elected. There may be required twenty-five per cent, 
but not more, of the number of veters who voted in his District at the 
nreeeding election of said officer to file their petition demanding his 
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recall by the people. They shall set forth in said petition the reasons 
for said demand. If he shall offer his resignation it shall be accepted 
and take effect on the day it is offered and the vacancy shall be filied 
as may be provided by law. If he shall not resign within five days after 
the petition is filed, a special election shall be ordered to be held with- 
in thirty days in his said District to determine whether the people ‘shall 
recall said officer. On tthe sample ballot at said election shall be 
printed in not more than two hundred words, the reason for demanding 
the recall of said officer, as set forth in the recall petition, and in not 
more than two hundred words. the officer’s justification of his course 
in office. He shall continue to perform the duties of his office until the 
result of said special election shall be officially. declared. Other can- 
didates for the office may be nominated to ibe voted for at said special 
election. The candidate who shall receive the highest number of votes 
shall be deemed elected for the remainder of the term, whether it be 
the person against whom the recall is filed, or another. The recall pe- 
tition shall be filed with the officer with whom the petition for nom- 
ination to said office shall be filed, and thereupon the proper officer or 
officers shall order ‘the special election when it is required. No such 
petition shall be circulated against any officer until he has actually held 
his office six months, save and except that it may be filed against a 
Senator or Representative in the Legislative Assembly at any time afiter 
five days from the beginning of the first session after his election. 
After one such petition and special election, no further recall petition 
shall be filed againsit the same officer during the term for which he 
was elected, unless such further petitioners shall first pay into the pub- 
lic treasury which has paid such special election expenses, the whole 
amount of its expenses for the preceding special election. 

Such additional legislation as may aid the operation of this Sec- 
tion shall be provided by the Legislative Assembly, including provision 
for the payment out of the public treasury of the reasonable special 
election campaign expenses of said officer. But the words ‘the Legis- 
lative Assembly shall provide” or any similar or equivalent words shall 
not be construed to grant to the Legislative Assembly any exclusive 
power of law making, nor in any way ‘to limit the initiative and refer- 
endum powers reserved by the people. . 

Section 2. The votes upon this amendment shall be counted and 
canvassed by such persons and in such manner as provided by law, and 
if the majority of the votes cast at said election for and against the 
amendment, shall be in favor of the amendment, the Governor of the 
State shall immediately so declare, by public proclamation, and said 
amendment shall ‘be in full force and effect as a part of the Consti- 
tution from and after the date of such proclamation. 

Section 3. A separate official ballot shall be prepared by the county 
clerk of each county to furnish to the judges of election in each pre- 
cinct in the county, to be used in voting upon said Constitutional 
‘amendment at the general election to be held in November, 1912, and 
shall have printed thereon the following words, in such manner as to 
allow every elector the opportunity to indicate thereon by proper marks 
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his preference, to-wit: “For the amendment of tthe constitution re- 
lating to the recall of public officers.” ‘Against the amendment to the 
constitution of the constitution relating to the recall of public officers.”

Also Whiteside from the Special Joint Committee appointed to in- 
vestigate the EteE Land Projects and other State Lands reported as 
follows: 


Helena, Montana, Sea Asya 
To the Senate and House of Representatives: 

“Your Joint Committee appointed to investigate the Carey Land 
Projects and other State lands, beg leave to submit tthe following 
report: 

“Your Committee hag held almost daily sessions since it was ap- 
pointed on January 9th, and has examined a large number of witnesses» 
from various! parts of the State.. ifrom the evidence secured, we be- 
lieve that many of the projects have been delayed by the fact that 
the parties with whom the State has made contracts for the reclama- 
tion of the lands, are mere promoters who must secure capital from 
other parties to carry on the work, and while this is to a large extent 
a necessary evil, we believe the State should not withhold large areas 
of land from settlement at the pleasure of promoters who have but 
little prospect of ultimate success, and we believe the Carey Board 
should at all times insist upon substantial progress on the part of 
those with whom contracts for reclamation have been made, and should 
not allow work to stop on any project until just before the date set 
for the completion of the work, and then assist the contarctors in get- 
ting an extension of ittime from the United States Government. 

“Of the eleven projects in the State only three have been approved 
by the United States Government, the others being held up, in most 
instances, awaiting more complete data concerning the water supply. 
It is incumbent on the contractors and promoters to furnish this data 
to the Government and in many instances they are doing little or noth- 
ing to make the necessary measurements of streams and drainage areas. 
The Land Department at 'Washington is also exceedingly slow in pass- 
ing upon the various projects submitted to it, and we recommend that 
this feature be brought to the attention of Montana’s Representatives 
in the National Congress. : 

The present organization of the Carey Board is not such as to 
secure the best results. The State Examiner and the State Engineer 
are necessarily away from the State Capitol a good portion of the 
time and it is often difficult to secure a quorum for the transaction of 
business. As Chairman of the Carey Board, the State Engineer is 
obliged to pass upon his own reports and recommendations made to 
the Board after examination in the field. We therefore recommend 
the passage of Senate Bill No. 8, which changes the ‘personnel of the 
Board and makes the State Engineer Secretary of the Board, instead 
of Chairman. 

The total area of lands segregated in all the Carey projects in the 
State, not including those lands that have been relinquished, amounts 
to 411,343 acres. The total amount reclaimed up to this time is 36,846 
acres, and the amount actually settled is 30,200 acres. The total 
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amount of money expended on all tthe projects amounts to the sum of 
$3,050,000.00 in round figures, but a considerable portion of this is 
chargeable to the reclamation of private lands that are intermixed with 
the Carey lands. 

The projects heretofore approved by the Government contain 172,- 
247 acres while tthe projects awaiting approval contain 239,000 acres. 
Until the projects are approved by the Government, the contractors 
cannot be required to proceed with the work of actual construction 
and for this reason, we recommend the passage of Senate Bill No. 20, 
which provides funds tto be used in the measurement of streams in the 
‘State. In the Teton project we find that an area of 135,000 acres has 
been segregated and now awaits approval by the United States Govern- 
ment, and a large portion of this will have to be relinquished because 
it is above the water level or because of insufficiency of the water 
supply. No surveys are now being made to determine what lands 
must be relinquished, and the contractors have until May ist, 1911, 
to complete this preliminary work. 

The stockholders of the corporation having this project in “hand 
are in litigation between themselves; the minority holders, representing 
about one-third of the stock, are desirous of:relinquishing the Carey 
lands in order to use the water on private lands. We are of the opinion 
that the Carey Board should not allow this litigation to delay tthe work 
on the project. About $200,000.00 las been expended by the corpora- 
tion on this project, most of which expenditure was made before the 
scheme was converted into a Carey Project, and the segregation has not 
yet been approved by the United States Government for the reason 
that the company has not furnished the data showing the water sup- 
ply, and with the assistance of the Carey Board, has secured exten- 
sions of time in which to furnish such data. This approval will no 
doubt be withheld until complete data concerning the water supply is 
furnished, and until the surveys are finished, which will permit the 
elimination of the non-irrgable lands. 

Your Committee believes the Carey Board should require imme- 
diate an! continuous work to determine what lands sro ot be relinquish- 
ed, and that all such lands should be relinquished as soon as possible 
for the benefit of homeseekers, and the time fixed by the Roard in 
which the contractors are required to make the surveys and dc other 
preliminary work, should not be extended by the Board. 

In the Big Timber project substantial progress has been made in 
the reclamation of lands on the north side of the Yellowstone River, but 
on the south side of the river over 40,000 acres were segregated in 1898, 
and practically nothing has been done toward reclamation, except that 
about $25,000 has been expended in engineering work. 

On October 26, 1910, 31,188 acres of this land was relinquished, 
after having withheld from settlement for more ‘than twelve years. 
There still remains in the project 11,233 acres, and your Committee be- 
lieves the actual work of reclamation should start or the land stil 
held should be relinquished for the benefit of settlers. | 

In the Musselshell project, containing 20,308 acres, much delay has 
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been occasioned by routine or red tape work in the United States Land 
Department. One of the promoters of this project became a member 
of the Carey Board, and was on the Board when ‘tthe application for 
segregation was made, but claims to have disposed of his interest before 
acting on the Board. The promoters on this and other projects raust 
secure outside capital for carrying on the work. The promoters can- 
not be required to begin actual construction work until the project has 
been approved by the United States Government, but when this ap- 
proval is secured, we believe the Carey Board should require the work 
of construction to begin without delay, failing in which the land slrould 
-be relinquished for the benefit of settlers. Two members of your Com- 
mittee, Larson and McQuitty, are of the opinion that the Carey Board 
should in all cases require’ those who apply for the segregation of 
land, to furnish a good and sufficient bond to insure the reclamation 
of the lands segregated, and that Senate Bill No. 184, which forbids any 
further segregations and requires the Carey Board to relinquish 85,000 
acres of the Teton project, all of the Dearborn project, and 11,000 acres 
of the Big Timber project, should be passed. The other members of 
your Committee are of the opinion that tthe Carey projects, «vhere 
properly conducted, are of great value in developing the State, and 
do not believe that any legislation should be passed to hamper or im- 
pede the work. 

In the matter of State lands other than Carey lands, investigated 
by your Committee, we find that one H. R. Thompson, an attoraey of 
Helena, Montana, made application to the State Board of Land Ccom- 
missioners for a lease of a certain strip of shore land on Flathead 
Lake, and that later, on September 9th, 1910, the Board granted a 
lease on the land for five years, the lease being executed in the name 
of Ellen E. Thompson, wife of the original applicant. The land covered 
by the lease consists of a narrow sirip of lake shore about 125 feet 
wide, lying between high and low water mark, and extending along the 
lake shore for a distance of about 1100 feet, at a point near the town 
of Polson. The land in question embraces all of the land that is 
available for landing purposes at the point named, and it has been 
used by the public for swch purpose ever since navigation first started 
on Flathead Lake. Polson is a city of nearly two thousand people, and 
all of the docks, wharves and warehouses used by the people of that 
place in connection with navigation on the lake, are situated on this 
strip of land. As there is no railroad at or near Polson, all of the 
shipping of ‘that entire section is carried on over the lake. 

The townsite of Polson was platted by the United States Govern- 
ment before the opening of the Flathead Indian Reservation, and all 
of the land adjoining the strip now under lease was opened and dedi- 
cated by the Government to the public, to be used as streets. None 
of this land ever belonged to the state, and the only title now claimed 
‘by the state to the strip of land under lease is the sovereignty which 
the state exercises over the beds of all navigable waters within the 
state. ' 
The land was leased for the ostensible purpose of removing sand 
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and gravel but the real purpose of the lessee was to secure control 
of all the land available for docks and wharves. The rental paid to the 
State by the lessee is five dollars per month for the entire tract, and 
the rental asked of subtenants by the lessee amounts to $609.0G per 
annum for 50 feet frontage. The only correct term by which to desig- 
nate such a transaction, is highway robbery. . i 

Before leasing the land, the Board secured an opinion from At- 
torney General Galen, who is also a member of the Board. The opinion 
upholds the authority of the Board to lease such land, but Section 4529 
of the Revised Codes of 1907 provides that the owner of land border- 
ing a navigable lake or stream takes to low water mark, and Chapter 
38 of the Eleventh Session Laws gives the owner of such land the 
right to use the bed of the lake or stream adjoining his land for docks 
and wharves. Testifying before the Committee on February 2, 1911, 
Attorney General Galen stated, that he had not known of the provi- 
sions of the statutes cited above until they were called to his attention 
by the Committee. His official opinion unholding the validity of the 
lease was written on December 28, 1910. The Attorney General ‘sub- 
mitted a long list of court decisions to the Committee ‘to sustain his 
contention that the State has the right to lease such lands for priva:e 
purposes, but the decisions hold, almost without exception, that the 
State has no proprietory interst in such lands and that the State only 
holds he lands in trust for public use. 

Inasmuch as the State law, giving title to low water mark, was 
enacted before the land adjoining this strip was dedicated by the United 
State Government to public use, such dedication extended to low 
water mark, and the State has no right over such land except the power 
of police regulation over the bed of the navigable waiter. : 

In testifying before the Committee, the members of the State Land 
Board, including Governor Norris and Attorney General Galen, main- 
tained that they have authority to lease a strip of land between high 
and low water mark around the entire lake, to the exclusion of the 
public. But on being recalled a few days later, Mr. Galen admitted | 
that this contention was not correct. : 

If the lease given by the State on this strip of land is valid in 
law, the lessee can fence in the land and thus exclude the people cf 
Polson from all access to the lake. 

Section 64 of the Revised Codes of 1907 provides that faithful 
performanceof any land contract with the State must be se- 
cured by a bond, which must be .approved by the County Treasurer 
of the County in which the land is situated. In the present case, the 
bond given by the lessee was approved by the Attorney General 
and accepted by the State Land Board, although not approved by the 
County Treasurer of Flathead County, and the lease is at least void- 
able at the pleasure of the State Land Board. 

The people of Polson had no knowledge of the lease until, long 
after it was executed, and as soon as they learned of it, they made 
vigorous protest to the State Land Board and sent a committee to 
Helena to ask that the lease be revoked, but they received no redress 
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at the hands of the State Land Board. 

In view of all the circumstances in connection with this matter, 
the conclusion is inevitable that the State Land Board acted in total ° 
disregard of the rights of the people of Polson in granting a lease 
which enables a speculator to exercise a monopoly over a public thor- 
oughfare, which of right belongs to the people and over which the 
Board has no legal right to grant a lease. Governor Norris, Chairman 
of the State Land Board, and other members of the Board, maintained 
upon the witness stand that the Thompson lease is a lease for public 
purposes because the money received goes into the public treasury, 
but this contention is hardly worthy of serious consideration. 

The leasing of the shore lands or beds of navigable waters for 
private purposes is something unprecedented in the history of the 
Country, and is repugnant to the spirit of American Freedom, which 
from time immemorial has held such privileges to be the common 
heritage of the whole people, to be enjoyed by all without interference 
by the State, except such police regulations as are necessary to in- 
sure equal enjoyment to all. 

To prevent any such arbitrary and unjust action in the future we 
recommend the passage of Senate Bill No. 178, which forbids such 
action, and we recommend the passage of a resolution by the Legisla- 
ture directing the State Board of Land Commissioners to rescind the 
lease given to Ellen E. Thompson. 

The evidence taken by your Committee has been filed with the 
Secretary of the Senate and the Clerk of the House.

We have taken certain testimony and examined records, books and 
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other documentary evidence connected with the office of the Staie 
Board of Stock Commissioners, but deem it not best for the public in- 
terest to disclose at this time our conclusions therefrom. 

Provisions have been: made by joint resolution for meetings of the 
committee during the next six months and a detailed report made by 
them to the Governor. It is the intention of the committee to see that 
a thorough, full and impartial investigation of all of the transactions 
of the State Board of Stock Commissioners is made and the responsi- 
bility for any irregularities or defalcations that may have occurred in 
said office to be fixed. From the information which we have gathered, 
we are of the opinion that the Legislature was fully justified in re- 
quiring a most thorough investigation of that office, and such investi- 
gation will be completed and our report in detail filed at the earliest 
possible moment.
